Subject: ‘‘ALASKA—Great Land in the 
Balance”’ 
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If you have seen and loved Alaska with 
its incredibly beautiful scenery and prodi- 
gious wildlife ... and if you fear for the 
future of this majestic state, you have found 
a soul-mate in our guest for April. 

Peggy Wayburn, co-author of the recently 
published Alaska, The Great Land, ffirst 
saw Alaska in 1967 and has been an annual 
visitor ever since. Mrs. Wayburn and her 
husband, Edgar, find new beauty and new 
threats with each visit. Alaska has been 
likened to a giant socket of natural resources 
into which 48 states will be plugging their 
energy needs. The Wayburns are concerned 
about the effect of oil exploitation on the 
State’s wilderness areas, and have presented 
numerous conservation programs about 
Alaska. 

Mrs. Wayburn serves on the boards of 


directors of many environmental organiza- 
tions, including the Point Reyes Foundation 
and Audubon Canyon Ranch. She is cur- 
rently active in People for Open Space, an 
organization she helped found, and is Vice- 
Chairman of the California State Advisory 
Board on Environmental Education. 

She is the author of numerous works, 
including Edge of Life:. The World of the 
Estuary, a Sierra Club publication, and 
a film strip series entitled CIRCLE OF LIFE, 
published by Random House. She is working 
on another book about Alaska which will 
be released soon.
